The Opposition journals of Canada

c-Xhatihe great wave of llofon-i did 
"sweep over Canada, leaving boliiud 
little more than a stranded wreck of 
the Conservative party, "was adruittetl 
on all lianda.simply because it couldn't 
Tje denied; but the general election re- 
turns |nere scarcely all in when the 
defeated party began to talk about an 
■under-current, of reactionary feeliug 
■which was soon to undermine the new 
Adfflinistration and bring the Toriea 
back to power. That reaction, tliat 
vsnder currout has been flowing on 
ever since in all the depth of its por- 
tentous power; but it must surely run 
■very deep, for although several op- 
portuuitios, tests, in faot, have oc- 
currred, it has brought uothing what- 
ever to the Hiirt'ace.hae boruo no fruit. 
The "Hour" is a Disraeli organ a- 
mongst the English journals, and will 
not, therefore, be suspected of inclin- 
ing unduly to the Mackenzie side. 
One of its correspondents, writing 
from Toronto, says:-- 

"So far as. I am able to judge (and 
I have as niauy opportunities of doing 
BO as most people), Mr. Mackenzie 
possesses the confidence of the people 
of Canada more thoroughly now than 
ever, and I venture to predict, that, 
strong as was his support iuthe Houhc 
last scBsion, it will be yet stronger 
nest. It is true many of his 8upi)or- 
ters have been unseated for bribery 
through their agents at the last elec- 
tions; but this has been the case not 
■with his supporters alone; for in pro- 
portion to the strength of parties, 
quite as muny members of the Oppt)- 
sition have 'bit the dust.' Amongst 
the latter, notably, is Sir John Mac- 
donald himself. The circumstances 
of his case were so peciiliarly aggravat- 
ed th»t the judge hesitated whether 
he should not disqualify Sir John from 
running aRain during the present Parlia- 
ment. It is also a well-known fact that 
in every iustanco tho unseated Minister- 
ialisla liaye been ro-elected by their con- 
stituents, whereas tlireo seats have been 
lost to tho Opposition, This f;ict of itai'lf 
•peaks Yolames for the popularity of the 
Ministry.espooially when it is remember- 
ed that vote by ballot is now in practice 

here, 

"With logard to Mr. Blako breaking olT 
from Mr. Maclienzie, it in tho merest 
balderdash. The two hare always been 
too thorongblj in accord to admit of the 
faxDtast likelihood of snob a thing." 

These ottraots will suffice to show the 
■views and conclusions of a disinterested 
and well informed observer. AVo observe 
a most unnatural effort put forward by 
the Opposition press of Ontario to ex- 
tract comfort from tho Provincial gcuoral 
election hold last month; somo -journals 
even going the length of claiming the re- 
■ult as a "glorious victory." It seems 
difiicalt, however, to understand very 
well how, by any known rules of arith- 
metic, a party in a minority of seventcon 
in a Home of eighty can claim to have 
won. Let it be remembered, too, that in 
a new House tho party in power is almost 
oartain to recruit more or leaa from the 
ranka of the Opposition. If wo recollect 
correctly, tlio Blake-Muckonzio Ad- 
ministration coDimsnced with aliout 
half as big a m.-vjority; and 
it will bo romemboreJ how it grow 
till, at tho last the ranks of tho Oppo^ii- 
tioa were pitifully thin,— Uih Oovoin- 
meat majority became really too large. 
It ia not very easy, therefore, to under- 
■taud how the Ontario Oppositiou.or the 
Dominion Opposition either, can oxtraot 
any comfort, much less olaim a victory , 
from the late Provincial election. And 
if one turns to the Maritime Provinooa, 
much tho same conditions are pvo.sentod 

the wave of Kaform ia still rolling on 

and waxing as it rolls. The reactionary 
undorcarront may bo, doubthias alao 
running; and it mo.st likely will continuo 
to run on until, possibly a decade, pro-

ly, v.'o bavL- obtained from Mr. McElmea 
u eojiv of tho judgment delivered '.jy Mr. 
Justice tiray 111 tho nialtor of 11. H.ilnioii, 
ti priaonor convicted of anpplying whis- 
key to Indians and Houtonoed to twolvn 
moutlis' imprisonment. It will ho remem- 
bered that Mr. McElmen defended the 
inisoner iu the PoUoa Court and took 
some legal objections whioh were over- 
ruled, and upon wliioli he has appealed 
to tho Ka[)reau) t.ion rt of certiorari. The 
case was ari^ned biil'iro Mr. Justice Gray 
on tho 12th Feb., aud Lho judgement will 
Hhow the result: 

Juilgra^-nt dolivorod by tho Hon. Mr, 
Jusrieo Gray, .ludgo of tbo Snprorao 
Couri. of P.'U. Ill U-; Ru.lolph Salmon. 
On reading tlio return to tho cartiorari 
lu this ease, with tiiu documents and re- 
cords of proceedings thereto attached, the 
order for quashing the conviction must 
bo made absolute. Under tbe Canadian 
Acts for tho administration of Criminal 
Justice now in force in this Provinio, 
mere defects or want id' form aro not of 
niucli censeciuenco provided there bo a 
good ar.d valid conviction ; but in this 
ease unfortunately almost every oloraeut 
is wauling. Thisis much to be regretted 
for llie degraded character of the parties

blo to plead or prove 11 previous convic- 
tion. It does not state tho facts from 
which tho Court may judge, whether they 
amount in law to tho ofTenco uuiler the 
Statute; bnt simply gives the legal re- 
sult. It lias no place of imprisonment— 
It coin;)lies neither with tho forms or re- 
quisites of English or Canadian convic- 
tions, but is simply a memorandum or 
entry by the Clork upon whioh the sub- 
sec^uent warrant of committment has been 
issued, but upon which no con- 
viction has been t>ince drawn up. 

The preliminary proceedings however, 
aro not .sueh as a good and valid convic- 
tion could be base'd upon. The Indian 
.\ot recinires that there must bo an in- 
former or prosecutor. An information 
is the basis of qll criminal proceedings, 
t'lio aoousod has a right to know who his 
accuser is. Tho languago of the Act is 
peculiar, "Whoever sells, exchanges 
with, barters, supplies or gives to any 
Indiiin man, w.jnian or child 
iu Canada any kind of intoxicating 
lid uor, etc., shall 011 conviction thereof 
before any J. P., upon tho evidnnco of 
0110 credible witness other than the in- 
former or jirosi-eutor, bo liable to ioipri- 
somiieiit for a pt-'riod not exceeding two 
"ears, and be lined not morothan S500— 
01. e mon-ly to go tint informer or prosecut- 
or, and the other moiety to Her ^^lujesty.to 
fiuiu part of tho fund for the h&nelU of 
that tribe or body of Indians with respect 
to one or more uionibers of whioh the of- 
fence was .•ommittod." There are two 
objeots hero — [iiiui.-ihmuiiL uiiil tho crea- 
tion of a fund. Tiie .Magistrate hearing 
has no seh'(!lion. Tho seutcneo must in- 
clude both iiiiprisoumunt ami fine. Tha 
summary conviction Act only gives tho 
.\f igistrate jurisdiotiod when au inform- 
utiou has been laid. In the present case 
no information was laid. According to 
the alliihivits, the prisoner was coinmit- 
tod to gaol upon a niero entry on tbo Po- 
lice sheet without inforniatioa or war- 
rant. On tbo subsequent trial, after 
sundry romands, tho Indian witnesses on 
giving their evidence were simply cau- 
tioned. Tho Indian Act, by section 5, 
provides that the rndiaii witn(?ss should 
be cautioned; but also, by section 3, t and 
ij provides that tho o\ idenoo must bo giv- 
en on a certain alliriuation or doolaration 
which, by section 7, is made equivalent 
to an oath, and in case of falsehood sub- 
ject to tbe oonsequences of perjury. 
Here no affirmation or declaration was 
administered or made, aud assuming that 
the witnesses were, under the circum- 
stances as disclosod, sober enough to 
know wb.d did take place, the procau- 
tiiins required by tbe Act to make them 
tell the irutli or punish them if they told 
a falsehood was not taken. The proceed- 
ings were irregular and the sentence not 
in accordance with the Act. 
Let th e conviction be quashed.

"Jiy iasuing :i scricy of niisreprerscn- 
tatious of tho clinialo on a part of their 
route; by causing tbe press to publisli 
as editorials or current news tbo stato- 
luents of the Company; by pfoduemg 
attractive displays of vogotiible jiro- 
ducts at fairs, grown no 0110 knows 
whore, certainly iu none of the coun- 
try mentioned as bad in this article, by 
a specioua literature, as magazine ar- 
ticles, so artfully written as to hide 
their intent; by engaging the roli,gious 
press iiud church influcuco of the 
country, --that have fjuocoedod to a 
largo extent in deceiving tbo peo- 
ple." 

,Tho acknowledged advcrtisonients of 
the Company have often been fninied 
with utter disreg.ird of Ihotviitli, They 
have coiitninod st.-itemenla of which 
the following are t^ypes; 

"This grant for itb entire length is 
capable 01 producing all the cereals 
and fruits of tho Atlantic States." 

This, says tho writer, is a flagrant 
falsehood. Again: 

"The entire aspect of the far Nortli- 
WQSt is uudergoitig n rapid change, in 
consequence of tbe construction of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad. * * * 
Long trains of emigrants follow the 
track of the rftili'ond liurveyors and 
biiiblevs, so that the oountry is being 
tbnroughly explored, aud i.s filling up 
with a rajnditj- whioh is destined to 
iuorease into tbe largest popula- 
tion." 

Tiiis statement is entirely false, west 
of lied liiver, ^' * nor is. 

thatcouutry susceptible of cultiva 
tion. 

■ "Operations are now centred in 
Montana, where track-laying pro- 
gresses at tbe rate of three miles v. 
day." 

No track-laying has been done on 
the road within i.iO miles of Monta- 
na. 

"Tbe trunk road is now in process 
of construotiou along the Yellow- 
stone." 

No priint within 250 lailos of tbo 
Yellowstone lias been reached by any 

contilrueiion j-iarty. 

"Iu Oukotu tbo cliinalo is genial, 
and tho soil is udniiiably adapted to 
the cultivation of grain.' Natural 
water-springs can be found almost any- 
where by excavations leu or twelve 
foot beneath tho surface. * * 
Of tho soil fiillv nino-tontli3 is arabhi 
land." 

La this. Gen. Hazon remarks: "It 
would be difficult to invent so many 
falsehoods in bo few words. The 

country, witli the exeepliou iiilherto 
mentioned, (i. e. , portions ol tbe re- 
gion oast of tlu; lu-d River and a few 
small and isnlatoil viilleys), is )iracti- 
cally worthless. Natural water-springs 
are often a day's march apart. ' .\l 
Fort Buford, at tho junction of the 
Missouri ami Yellowstone, wells have 
to be sunk (iO feel, and then eauiuit he 
relied upon, lu tho inleriur thoy 
must bo deeper vol. It is worth while 
to n)a];o one iiioro rprotation from these 
false advertisBmenis, because the ans- 
wer to it effectually refutes a preten- 
sion which is persistently made by the 
Caiiipauy. Tliu pul'f is as I'o.lown: 

"The Company is fairly eiitilled to 
tho merit of am.ieably setihiig for the 
United ytales ( iovernuuuU , al oiuo 
aud iQX evev, the Indian cjuestiou on 
the inoat diftlcuU and throatouing por- 
tion of tho froulior," 

The answer, penned by a man whoso 
occupatifMi it is to protect this Ivontitr, 
is this: "It is well known that eoc- 
struction QU this '"ail lias npver reach- 
ed (be hostile SIqux country, and that. 
AVhenever surveying parties have gone 
thoro, they have hecni escorted by sev- 
eral regiments- of trclip^. " if tbe 
troops were withdrawn, the survoyuvK, 
not tbo Indians, would have speedily 
"bottlod," — "atonce and for ever." 

Such colossal lyio0 as Cleu. Hazen 
proves the Northern Pacific to have 
been guilty of is onouj'h to destroy all 
confidoDce il'^ tho job, oven if idher 
(.'istimov.y were not forthcfuning. But 
Ihero is olbev losliinoiiy. The Ciov- 
ernnaont inoasurotnonls of tho rainfall 
at ForlfBaford, for the lastoi;;hi years, 
show an avevngo of only I'J^ inches. 
This single fact in'oven tho uulUuess cif 
thocountvy for onltivaliou, and Gen. 
gazen's picture of tbo "unchanging 
t^tflli ic>( bmrt «nd yellow hilU mB 
■) XI. .i,.i.*7.<i 



valleys consumed with draught" con- 

fh in.s this fact. Gen. Hully says, in a 
letter to Hit;:oii, that Ini-gc portions of 
tho region can never bo inhabited, 
oven by indians. Trees set out iu '72 
and 7;i are already dyiug or dead. All 
.itlempis at gardening luivo failed. A 
very I'e-.v potatoes and a very little na- 
tives Indian corn aro tho aggreg.ate 
product of this wonderfully fertile dis- 
tiict. In iKlli there was an oxeop- 
tional rainfall, and tho Company nt 
once got "tho best letter- writer of tho 
piess" to visit its temporarily green 
tracts and write columns of jjraiso of 
this deceptive fortility. General Sul- 
ly, from whom wo have already quot- 
ed .'has known this region since '5i. 
He says of it : 

"The counti-y west of ]MiiineKota,lill 
you reach the ^Missouri, is decidedly 
bad — a high, dry, rolling prairie, unlit 
for eultiviitioii, e.\ce[)l in a very few 
detached places along tho very few 
strfiams. There arc several pond& or 
small lakes, but very few of them con- 
tain water that you can diink, and 
many of tlieni dry uj) in summer. 
There is very little, in fact, you can 
say no liinher, and, as a general rule, 
very little rain fall during tho sum- 
mer. The country might do for graz- 
ing, but cattle would bo obliged to 
roam over large sections, and in winter 
would jierish for want of tinjb->r or 
other moans of protection against tho cli- 
mate, which is very severe— heavy snows 
and winds and very cold. Tbo country 
west of tho Missouri to tbo Y'ellowstone 
is much better in c^very respect- inore 
nriible hin<l, inoro timber, nioi-e drinkable 
wi'.tt r, and 1 found on iiij- trii) acroKs it 
many lar;;e deposits of eoal or lignite. 
.Still I would not recoiumcnd it as a good 
country settle in, nnd largo portions of it 
can never bo inhabited— not even by In- 
dians. As regards the climate, it is about 
tho Kamo as in the oountry east of the 
.Missouri." 

We might continue to ]iilo up such 
l)Voofs, bnt tho task is needless. Gen. 
Hazen's article will convince the impar- 
tial reader that the belt of land through 
which the Nortliern Pacific runs, while 
it has so no fertilo spots in narrow val- 
leys', it is not, as a whole, snlliciently fit 
for cultivation to muko it worth while 
for the nation to spend S120, 0110, 000 out- 
right and S215,().IO,0(IO in interest for tho 
sake of trausferring to it mo n whose la- 
bur can be nmuy times better utilized 
within the present limits of cultivation. 



C^.^I^^.ESTo^•, S, C, Jan. 27.— Judge 
MacKey (Itepublican), who was sent 
by Gov.
